State begins funding “green” 
schools program 


State officials recently announced that Massachusetts is 
providing $776,900 to cover design costs for seven new 
or renovated “green” schools in Massachusetts. Among 
the first to receive grants as part of the Massachusetts 
Green Schools Program are the City of Salem, the 
Beverly School Department, the City of Brockton, the 
City of Newton, the City of Somerville, Williamstown 
Public Schools, and the City of Waltham. 


The program is part of a $13.5-million initiative to pro- 
mote the design and construction of a new generation 
of resource- and energy- efficient green school build- 
ings. The schools funded in this first cycle — which 
also will be eligible for additional funding to cover con- 
struction costs later this year — will use a variety of 
renewable and energy-efficient technologies such as 
solar, wind and geothermal energy as well as fuel cells 
and biomass technology in their construction and reno- 
vation projects. 


“Unlike other programs that merely promote the instal- 
lation of new operating systems,” noted Mitchell 
Adams, executive director of the Massachusetts 
Technology Collaborative, which is partnering with the 
State Department of Education in this program, “the 
Massachusetts Green Schools initiative will also raise 
awareness among future generations of students, teach- 


ers and local communities of the sustained environmen- 
tal and economic benefits of renewable energy.” 


The Trust also plans to launch a $1.5 million Green 
Buildings Program open to public agencies, non-profit 
organizations and for-profit corporations that are 
planning new buildings or major renovations and are 
interested in adopting green building practices.

Court rules on architects’ 
right to be paid 


It is not uncommon for architects to begin to provide 
services for Massachusetts cities and towns and other 
public clients before a written contract for such servic- 
es is executed. Often, municipalities withhold pay- 
ment until contracts are signed. If, for some reason, a 
contract is never signed, does the architect have a right 
to be paid for services provided? 


In a recent decision, a Massachusetts appellate court 
has said that the answer to that question is “no”. 


In this case (Gaffney Architects, Inc. v. Town of 
Brewster), the architecture firm was paid nearly all of 
its “Phase I” fee in accordance with a written contract 
and also was paid for nearly all of its “Phase II” servic- 
es although a contract for that phase had never been 
executed. When the Town of Brewster refused to pay 
the balance of the Phase I and II fees, the architecture 
firm sued. The court awarded the architect its unpaid 
fee for Phase I but said that the architect could not 
collect its Phase II fee because the designer-selection 
law in Massachusetts requires that all design contracts 
be in writing. 


The court that handed down this decision has limited 
jurisdiction and it is not clear whether or not the same 
result would be reached by a higher court. However, 
the decision stands as a warning that architects who 
begin to provide services on public projects without 
signed contracts put themselves at significant com- 
mercial risk. The same principle can also be applied to 
performance of additional or extended services for a 
city or town without written authorization.

Can architects legally perform 
home inspections? 


Two years ago the state enacted a licensing requirement 
for home inspectors. Recently BSA member Ken Kruger 
AIA — a licensed home inspector — urged the BSA to 
explore the impact of this licensing registration on archi- 
tects who wish to provide this service. Public Policy 
Committee member Russ Feldman AIA pursued the issue 
and the BSA solicited a legal opinion, which is summa- 
rized below. 


The newly enacted legislation establishing a licensing 
requirement for home inspectors defines a home 
inspection as “the process by which a home inspector 
observes and provides, pursuant to the sale and trans- 
fer of a residential building, a written evaluation of 


the following readily accessible components of a resi- 
dential building: heating, cooling, plumbing and elec- 
trical systems. structural components, foundation, 
roof, masonry structure, exterior and interior compo- 
nents and any other related residential housing com- 
ponents. A home inspection should, at a minimum, 
conform with standards of practice promulgated by 
the [licensing] board.” 


The law does not otherwise distinguish the services 
pertaining to home inspections from those of architec- 
tural practice. In terms of errors and omissions cover- 
age, professional liability policies do not exclude home 
inspections from coverage.

“De re aedificatoria” 


At least since the Renaissance, architecture has been 
known as the art of building (as Alberti titled his 1450 
treatise, the Latin title of which serves as our headline). 
Obviously, the art of building is distinct from the busi- 
ness of building and even from the proféssion of build- 
ing. However, because the art of building has had the 
status of a profession for the last several decades, it may 
be high time to add (most un-artfully) that architecture 
is now “the profession of the art of building”. 


Just striving to make a building into a work of art was 
probably hard enough. After all, art is something tran- 
scending all function and building is something 
grounded in utility. The two co-exist in one work only 
with sublime effort. Architecture, by its true defini- 
tion, is very difficult and very rare. 


As depressing as a scarcity of lovely architecture might 
be, before professionalization, it was not an ethical 
dilemma. Either your building rose to the level of art 
or it didn't. Aspiring architects had no obligation to 
practice architecture, just the hope that, in the final 
analysis, it would seem as though they did. 


But now, as licensed professionals, architects actually 
have an ethical duty to uphold the defining standards 
of our discipline. Just as doctors must contribute to 
the science of medicine, so must we as architects con- 
tribute to the art of building. How many in our pro- 
fession will ever do this? It never is easy, but now it's 
mandatory; that’s a dilemma. 


One could soften the dilemma by arguing that art, as 
a subjective enterprise, is not prone to the standardiza- 
tion that medicine is — that as difficult as it is to 
build art, it is more difficult to tell whether or not a 
building is art. But this admission that the art of 
building can have no standards would mean the death 
of the profession, which relies on standards to exist. 


The life-affirming alternative requires that professional 
architects attempt what we seem to think impossible 


or at least unsavory — a discussion of what makes a 
building art, what makes architecture. 


I submit that this enterprise, though challenging, 
would be fun. Just because a judgment is subjective 
does not mean it is superficial, flippant or devoid of 
hard analysis. On the contrary, as most other liberal 
disciplines have proved, a subjective judgment can be 
closely studied, thoroughly supported and well- 
argued. In fact, most architects deploy this “rigorous 
subjectivity” in our daily design processes. 


What kind of speculation, interpretation, expression 
or whatever else should architects demand of our 
“profession of the art of building”? 


Answer these and other delightfully impossible ques- 
tions at the BSA Ethics Forum, which meets monthly 
for hot pizza and cool analysis.

Filed sub-bids exemption 
granted by the state 


Earlier this month, the Massachusetts legislature 
passed and Governor Swift signed into law a broad 
exemption from the filed sub-bid process for six com- 
munities in Massachusetts. Chapter 28 of the Acts of 
2002 now allows Brockton, Everett, Milton, Revere, 
Waltham and Winchester each to construct up to 
three public-school facilities without employing filed 
sub-bids. 


This exemption enables these communities to execute 
a single general construction contract through a pub- 
licly advertised competitive bid process subject to the 
review of the Massachusetts Inspector General's office. 
After its review, the Inspector General's office is 
obliged to report to the Legislature its view of using 
this exemption for school buildings in the future. 


All other provisions of the public bidding process 
established in Chapter 149 still apply. All of the com- 
munities, except Everett, have up to two years to take 
advantage of this exemption; Everett's exemption is 
open-ended. 


The Associated Subcontractors of Massachusetts and 
organized labor strenuously opposed this legislation 
and it passed despite their efforts. 


Could this be the beginning of a more general loosen- 
ing of the filed sub-bid process?

Four BSA members elected to 
AIA College of Fellows 


Bill Barlow FAIA (National Park Service), Paul 
Donnelly RE., PALA (Washington University School 
of Architecture), Imre Halasz FAIA (Urbis, Inc.), and 
Jonathan Levi FALA (Jonathan Levi Architects) are 
among the 68 American architects elected this year to 
the national AIA College of Fellows. This most presti- 
gious of professional honors recognizes extraordinary 
contributions to design, practice and/or service to the 
profession, the industry and community. 


Barlow, who has contributed his extensive historic 
preservation expertise to the National Park Service, 
also manages his own firm in Marblehead. He was the 
lead architect in 1979 for The Lowell National 
Historic Park and has played critical roles in preserva- 
tion efforts around the country including Historic 
Denver's Face Block affordable housing program and 
the rehabilitation of the Harper's Ferry National 
Historic Park. Since 1990, Barlow has been chief 
architect for the National Park Service's North 
Atlantic Region. 


Donnelly has been in the forefront of technology edu- 
cation for architects for the last 20 years. He devel- 
oped the first integrated building systems course at 
MIT, taught an innovative design and building tech- 
nology studio at Roger Williams University, and cur- 
rently is director of the graduate program at the 
School of Architecture at Washington University. 


Halasz has been elected to the College of Fellows by 
architects throughout the country for his contribu- 
tions as a teacher, mentor and designer. Halasz has 
taught at MIT for 30 years. During that time, he has 
lectured widely here and abroad and has received 
Rockerfeller, Fulbright, ACSA, and Graham 
Foundation fellowships and has contributed work to 
dozens of periodicals and books throughout his career. 


Levi's frequently honored design work has included 
innovations ranging from material detailing to hous- 
ing typology. In the late 1980s, Levi demonstrated the 
market viability of innovative housing plan types and 
his work on this and other projects has been widely

Over the past two 
decades, according to the Advanced Management 
Institute (AMI) for Architecture and Engineering, 
design firms “lost their way by adopting a business 
model that focused not on creating value but on sell- 
ing hours to clients in the form of technical solutions 
and services”. And this strategic error, AMI concludes, 
has led clients “to view design firms’ services as com- 
modities bought like pork bellies and cotton futures.” 
This is the beginning of a recent article in Principal’s 
Report, the national design-firm newsletter, which 
summarizes the work of architect Kyle Davy and edu- 
cator Susan Harris of San Francisco whose two-year 
study of design-firm business practices has yielded 
nine findings “that drastically alter the economic 
mindset that has guided most A/E firms over the past 
century.”
